2 to F ight 
Federal Control 
Of L abor Unions

New York, May 4.—American la- 
bor, in so far as Samuel Gompers, 
president of the American Federation 
of Labor, speaks for it, is ready to 
fight with every means at its com- 
mand, any attempt fo set up govern- 
ment jurisdiction of labor unions, no 
matter how limited. 
Gompers makes no effort to deny 
charges that some labor unions may 
use unfair methods in enforcing their 
demands on employers and workmen 
alike. But he insists that labor must 
not be subjected to legislative regula- 
tion. It is better, he says, to allow 
the unions to improve their ethical 
standards through the process of evo- 
lution.. 
This is the position taken by 
Gompers during a severe tilt with 
Samuel Untermeyer,' who was ques- 
tioning him before the Lockwood 
housing committee. Untermeyer 
aroused Gompers by insisting that 
labor unions ought to be subjected to 
control similar to that which the fed- 
eral trade commission or the inter- 
state commerce commission exercise 
over large corporations. 

Refuses Reply. 
“You won't do it,” the stocky lit- 
tle labor dictator asserted with de 
termination. 
“Why , won't we?” Untermeyer 
shouted, jumping up and pointing at 
Gompers. “Do. you mean that you 
haan such political power through 
your organization—through intimi- 
dating legislators—that you can pre- 
vent it? 
Gompers refused to reply, saying 
the intimation was insulting. 
Untermeyer asked what Gompers 
though of a federal labor commission 
)similar to the federal trade and in- 
terstate commerce commissions. 

Would Turn Clock Back. 

Any attempt at government con- 
trol of labor would be going back 
three hundred years, Gompers said. 
He said the courts had gone too far 
with what authority they already 
had, and was opposed to giving them 
more jurisdiction over relations be- 
tween employers and labor eer 
tions, 

“As to the harm done by yore 
who abuse or misuse their power, 
men have the right to err in their 
struggle to better their condition, 
Gompers insisted. “The damage done 
is essential, to progress.” 

Untermeyer described alleged 
abuses practised by Jewish Baker 
unions here. The American Federa- 
tion of Labor leader, while agreeing 
that some of these practices might 
be wrong, said the federation had 
only sli¢ht compulsory power over 
local unions. 

Charges Spying. 

“Ts there any way of correcting 
these abuses?’ Untermeyer asked. 

“No,” said Gompers. He charged 
that employers contributed to various 
abuses on the part of labor throngh 
private spy systems and private de- 
tective agencies. 

“There are not less than fifty of 
these organizations,” he asserted.

“Through these means, opérations 
incite the men to trouble and the 
employers are then able to throw the 
uvnions into litigation.”

may be found playing practically 
a lone hand against an overpow- 
ering and a ruthless foe, as in

Watkins-Atlanta Plan 


Under the Atlanta Plan Charter the 
legislative powers are vested in the 
boaru of aldermen ahd in the PEO- 
PLE of Atlanta, 

The’charter reads: “The legislative 
powers of the City ure hereby vested 
in the board of aidermen composed of 
the mayor and one alderman from 
ae ward in the city.” 

_ Lhis clause in the charter ig quali- 
fied by reserving to.the people sartabe 
legisiative powers, It ig only by a 
vote of the voters of Atlanta that the 
tax rate of $1.50 can be raised (even 
for an emergency) and it is only by 
a vote of the people that a franchise 
for more.than ten years can be grant- 
ed. The reservation of these two im- 
portant powers provides a contro] 
over legislation that Atlanta voters 
have never enj@ed. 

Thourh we do not wish to quarre! 
with the Georgia Railway and Power 
company, few intelligent le woul 
belicve that. if ~ rpetigle had 
vote] upon the .question of grant- 
ing the franchise to. that company, 
that the company would have succeed- 

in securing the perpetual franchise 
that it did secure from our council 
under the present charter. We all 
realize that our public franchises are 
our most valuable assets. 

The fact that council cannot levy 
an emergency does not mean that an 
emergency is not provided for under 
the Atlanta plan. An election can 
be called within thirty aays ane aur- 
ing that time the city has a borrow- 
ing power of one .and one-half mil- 
lions of dollars, 

Legislative Powers Guarded. 

The legislative jwowers of the peo- 
ple are still furthee guarded in the 
provisions for the initiative and _ ref- 
erendum. If the people want to ini- 
tiate an ordinance or to vote upon 
any ordinance at ‘any time they may 
do so by securing the proper petition. 
These two last-mentioned provisions 
are, however, practivally the same in 
all the three charters before the vot- 
ers, ahd so no one group can justly 
claim any advantag® on account of 
them. 

All legislative powers, exclusive of 
these mentioned above, ate vested in 
the board of aldermen. (This means 
that the board decides .all policies 
of government. It passes all ordi- 
nances, provides for the assessment 
and levy of taxes up to $1.50, decides 
whether the city shall have a public 
market, auditorium or anything of 
that nature. 

As is readily seen, vast responsibility 
is placed in the hands of council, but 
all-administratiye detail is left to a 
man whom council can hire and can 
fire. This point is most important, 
as it provides a complete separation 
of administrative and legislative func- 
tions as understood by all leading au- 
thorities in the United States. It is 
the straight city manager principle 
which developed out of the commis- 
sion form of government about ten. 


| years ago, and which is advocated by 


such authorities as Dr. Wm. B, Mun- 
ro, of Harvard: A. Lawrence Lowell, 
R. 8. Childs, Woodrow Wilson, Chas. 
E. Hughes, and Wm. H. Taft. 

The Veto Power. 

The Choate charter does not provide 
for this separation of administrative 
and legislative functions in that the 
mayor has, in addition .o his execu- 
tive nower. a right of veto over all leg- 
islation. There can be no doubt in 
the mind of anyone who understands 
the English language that the veto 
power is a legislative function. By 
contrulling five votes in city council 
the mayor, under the composite plan, 
ean absolutely control all legislation 
beceuse to pass an ordinance over the 
veto requires a two-thirds vote. It 
is decidedly a dangerous feature to 
make it even possible for one man to 
decide all legislation and at the same 
time to carry on all the administrative 
work. The growth of Tammany in 
New York under this system proved 
conclusively to the minds of many 
people the danger of this policy. — 

Under the Atlanta plan, council is 
raised to great dignity because of, its 


all policies of the city. But it is re- 
lieved of ajl the onerous administrative 
work for ‘which its members have 
neither the time nor the proper train- 
ing. This division of administrative 
and legislative functions makes it pos- 
sible for the real laboring man as well 
as the banker, manufacturer and phy- 
sician to serve on council without sac- 
rificing their own work: and without 
becoming a white collared job holder 
at the city hall. ~ .

What is its composition under the 
compesite . charter? How is it 
are its. powers? 
What are the checks upon its powers? 
To what extent is it responsible and 


responsive? § - 

. ‘hese questions are vital to thé 
pecrle. No voter should decide which 
charter to support until he has ap- 
‘plied this test to each. : 

The composite charter provides for 
a city council composed of one mem- 
ber from each ward, each councilman 
elected by his ward. A councilman 
ought to be elected by his ward: 
otherwise, there is little reason to cre- 
_ This is the foundation of 
representative government, whether in 
a city, a state or a nation. 

The Watkins charter provides for 
a council composed of one member 
from each ward, each residing In his 
ward, but each elected by the city 
at large. This virtually destroys 
ward fepresentation. It enables a 
man objectionable to his ward to get 
himself elected against the wishes of 
his ward. It enables a councilman 
to disregard the wishes of his ward. 
It enables him to curry political favor 
with constituents other than the ones 
he was elected to represent. It en- 
ables special interests to contro] the 
election of council members and 
thereby dominate the legislative de- 
partment of the government. 

, Aim Is “Representation.” 

The present charter provides for a 
council. of two members from each 
ward elected by their wards, and a 
board of aldermen- of one from each 
ward elected by the city at large. 
The counci) is unrepresentative be- 
cause a ward cannot fix responsibility 
upon a single councilman. The a!- 
dermanic board is unrepresentative 
for the reasons enumerated in the 
paragraph above. The “general coun- 
cil,” eomposed of counciimen and al- 
dermen, is excessively large, cum- 
bersome and unwieldy. It is more 
ocee a debating society than a coun- 
cli. 

The composite charter gives coun- 
cil the powers properly belonging to 
a legislative body. That is; to levy 
taxes, make appropriations, grant 
franchises, acquire property, make 
contracts, pass ordinances, etc. It 
gives the coygncil no adminisrratrve 
‘powers. 

The fundamental defect of the pres- 
ent charter, as often pointed out by 
Mr. Watkins in the outset of his cam- 
p@ign, is that it gives council too 
much control over and interference 
with administrative functions. 

The fundamental defect of the char- 
ter now bearing Mr. Watkins’ name is 
that it gives council still greater con- 
trol and interference, os 

Power of Council. 

The composite charter gives coun- 
cil the power to confirm or reject ap- 
pointmerits by the mayor, and power 
to remove his appointees for cause by 
a two-thirds vote. These powers en- 
able council to exercise reasonable 
oversight without controlling or inter- 
fering in administration. 

The composite charter checks the 
powers of council by the initiative, 
referendum and recall, and by the 
mayor’s veto. The present charter 
has these checks, The Watkins char- 
ter has the initiative. referendum and 
recall, but no mayor’s veto. The 
Watkins charter makes the mayor a 
more diminutive figurehead than 
even the present charter, The wis- 
dom and sdfety of the veto ‘power have 
been demonstrated in the United States 
government, the government of every 
state end the government of nearly 
every large city. They are too well 
established to need argument. Time 
without number the veto power has 
saved the people from offensive «laws 
and has preserved their rights and 


Emergency Acts. 

The composite charter provides; 
that no act of council except an 
emergency act shall take effect for 
thirty days. It allows emergency 
nets to take effect at once, but limits 
emergency acts. to acts arising from 
providential causes, necessitating pres 
ervation of life or property. This pro- 
vision regarding ordinary aets is a 
check in addition’ to those before 
enumerated. It is a check not con- 
tained in the present charter or the 
Watkins charter. 

Inder the composite charter the 
legislative body has complete | 
tive powers, with proper checks. It 
bas complete responsibility to the peo- 
ple. . Each ward elects its own coun- 
cilman, holds him individually respon- 
sible, recalls him if dissatisfied. The 
powers of council are clearly defined,

This body is composed of all the 
aldermen and councilmen sitting to- 


gether. 
/ Safeguards Provided. 

There are certain matters, however, 
that are acted on by the board of 
councilmen and the board of alder- 
men, sitting as separate bodies, such 
matters as the spending of money, 
the selling of property and the gran‘- 
ing of franchises. Not a penny can 
be spent, not an old sack can 
sold, not the smallest franchise can 
be granted, without passing, first the 
councilmen ; second, the aldermen arid, 
finally, the mayor. Slow? - Yes, but, 
what is more important, sure. 

Besides, in passing through these 
bodies, two councilmen or one alder- 
man can hold the matter up until 
the succeeding meeting, without re- 
gard to what side they votetl on. This 
is an additional check on hasty leg- 
islation. It has served to prevent 
some ill-considered legislation, but has 
never prevented the passage of a 
good measure yet. 

The present system has two out- 
standing featyres to recommend it. 
First: It is representative—all sec- 
tions have a voice in the government. 
You may not know the gentlemen 
from a ward across town, but you 
know either your alderman or council- 
men. They live in your neighbor- 
hood. They will listen to your 
grievances and complaints. It is said 
that the great strength of England 
rests on the fact that anybody can 
mount a soap box and tell his trou- 
bles whether imaginary or real. It 
is a good thing to have a safety 
valve. Our council is the safety 
valve of Atlanta. It is claimed that 
council is a debating society. So it 
is, like @very other deliberative body 
in the world. But this interchange 
of thought is an excellent thing for 
the city, and the results. are much 
more apt to be for the public ben- 
efit and the public good than hastily 
formed conclusions of a small body 
of men. Furthermore, it is much 
easier for strong. and sometimes 
selfish, outside influences to control 
a small number of men than to con- 
or a larger representative coun- 


cil. 
“No Suspicious Deals.” 

Second: There are enough mem- 
bers of council so that it is almost 
impossible to put through a suspicious 
deal, Some one of the members wil! 
get wise. That’s enough. He will 
tell about it in council, and that ig 
all that is needed to kill a job, pub- 
licity. It was one of the cardinal 
principles of the framers of our na- 
tional constitution that there shonld 
bt: a large lower house, electd di- 
rectly by the people, and the same 
principles was in evidence when our 
present state constitution was fram- 
ed, and in addition we have in our 
state government a rather large sen- 
ate. What-is the purpose? By hav- 
ing a large legislative body it is very 
difficult for the “interests” to secure 
control, Just a few free ones are 
all that is needed to uncover “the 
trail of th serpent.” 

Do you still insist on a more con- 
centrated and smaller governing body? 
Just think a minute. All history 
shows that the mest inhum 
wrongs, the rankest injustices, th 
most crooked deals, are fostered and 
promoted and encouraged by small 
and compact bodies of men occupying 
positions of governmental authority.

Washington, May 4.—(By Consti- 
tution Leased Wire.)—The war de- 
partment today declared it was with-

RIBBON CHRYSANTHEMUMS. 


America has been populated by im- 
migrants from every country in the 
world. Some of the people who came 
over must have brought with them 
plants or flower seed or sent back 
to their native land for them for 
our flowers are as varied as our peo- 


e. 

If the flowers in our garden could 
talk we would have a perfect babble 
of voices. Some of these foreign 
flowers have taken out naturaliza- 
tion papers and are waxing strong in 
our soil and climate and are content 
to live forever in “the land of the 
free and the home of the brave.” 
Others have but recently arrived and 
are considered a novelty. The blue 
lace flower of didiscus has come to 
us from Australia and has been in 
great favor with florists and flower

Dahlias come from Mexico where 
they grow wild. 

Asters come to us from China; li- 
lacs from Asia. 

A peculiar kind of larkspur grew 
in Switzerland and from this comes 
our perfected variety of delphinium.

We have the German iris and the 
Japanese iris, whose common every- 
day name is “flag lily.” - We are told 
by missionaries that these lilies grow 
in profusion on the plains of Galilee 
and that Christ referred to these di- 
rectly when he said, “Consider the 
lilies of the field, how they grow;

Chrysanthemums came to us in 
their present form from China where 
it gave its name to the order of 
honor called the “Order of the Golden 
Flower.”

are Marigold, Lenox, Chrysolora and

New York, May 4.—A rentwal of 
the recent buying movement caused 
a further advance in the cotton mar- 
ket during today’s early trading with 
July selling up to 19.21, or into new 
high ground for the movement. The 
demand, however, was said to be a 


little less active or . general than 
earlier in this week, while the new 
high prices met heavy realizing. As 
a result the market turned easier, 
with July selling off to 18.74 late in 
the day and closing at 18.76. The 
general market closed barely steady 
at a net decline of 19 to 27 points. 

The opening was steady at an ad- 
vance of 8 points to a decline of 6 
points, with the market’ working 
higher right after the call on private 
rain reports from the southwest, 
steady Liverpool cables and the re- 
ports of firmer sterling exchange 
rates. 

The latter were taken to reflect a 
more favorable view of European po- 
litical conditions which would be ex- 
pected to react favorably on export 
demand for cotton and early buyers 
also found some encouragement in re- 
ports of an active demand with ad- 
vancing prices in the cotton goods 
market. May sold up to 19.89, Octo- 
ber to 19.30 and December to 19.40, 
or 15 to 22 points net higher _before 
the buying slackened, and the reac- 
tions which followed were held in 
check by the detailed weather reports 
showing heavy precipitation at many 
points in the south. The volume of 
business tapered off on the bulges, 
however, and realizing was heavier 
late in the afternoon, while thefe was 
also considerable scattered southern 
selling here on the late break which 
carried May off to 19.49, October to 
18.86 ad December to 18.95, or 22 
to 35 peints net lower. Last prices 
were within a point or two of the 
lowest on most positions. 

The forecast was for clear weather 
tonight and tomorrow in Texas and 
Oklahoma with unsettled conditions 
and showers east of the river. A pri- 
vate report said to have been issued 
in Chicago placing the increase in 
acreage at 2.6 per cent probably 
helped the early advance; later it was 
said to show an increase of 4 per 
cent.

North Georgia Planting 
Still Delayed, Declares 
Report of U. S. Bureau

With cotton planting in north Georgia already over two weeks de- 
layed and the cotton in mid-state badly damaged on account of unfavor- 
able weather conditions, the “alarming feature of the agricultural situ- 
ation is the presence of the boll weevil in practically every cotton 
county,” which indicate “very great damage during the growing sea-| 5, 
son,” according to a bulletin issued Thursday night by the United 
States Bureau of Markets and Crop Estimates, of Atlanta. 

The report which was prepared by: Z. R. Pettet, statistician, as of 
May 1, declared that farm work in upper Georgia was impossible dur- 
ing the next several days on account of heavy rains. Unless cotton 
is planted within the next two weeks, it continued, the farmers will 
not have a “fair chance of making a crop. “Realizing this situation, 
many farmers are going ahead and hazarding their all in a desperate 
attempt to make cotton.”

ATLANTA MAN DROWNS 
IN SAVANNAH RIVER 


Information was received in Atlanta 
Thursday night by Mrs, Bertha Thom- 
as, of 98 Cleveland terrace, of the 
drowning of her son, Norman E. 
Thomas, aged 34 years, a conductor 
on a Georgia railroad freight train 
plying between Augusta ana Atlanta, 
in the Svannah river, ten miles north 
of August, Thursday afternoon.

Murray, were in a small rowboat 
fishing when the boat capsized, throw- 
ing them into the water ‘1: uomas be- 
ing unable to swim was drowned, while 
his two companions managed to reach 
the bank. .

Wednesday night on his regular run.

He is survived by his 
widow and two children, who reside 
in Augusta: his mother, and a Sis- 
ter, Mary Thomas, of Atlanta, and 
another sister, Mrs. W. A. Welch, of

ed for her, but this was done only 
after a rescue party had been sent out 
to her aid from the legation. 

The Chang soldiers, when they found 
they would be unable to enter the city, 
dispersed, discouraged. Many of them 
marched toward the hills, while others 
sought refuge in the various temples 
and pagodas located in the outlying 
districts. 

There were numerous wounded sol- 
diers in the hordes, some limping and 
other& crawling, but all imploring aid. 
The distressed men were given aid, 
mostly by foreigners. They declared 
they had been under constant fire for 
more than five days. General Wu's 
attacks, they asserted, had been relent- 
less and it was their belief that he 
would not cease his drive until Chang 
Tso-Lin was pushed back into Man- 
churia. 

Refugees Admitted. 

Chinese civilian refugees were per- 
mitted to enter the city, the American 
board of missions rescuing six hundred 


of them. They are now quartered in 
the foreign compounds. Inside the 
walls of the city quiet prevailed to- 
ie All foreigners are reported to be 
safe, 


Except for the main body of Chang’s 
forces, which has retreated eastward, 
his northwestern front.is said to be 
disorganized. 


_ Chang’s troops evacuated the vicin- 
ity of Changsintien, which lies twelve 
miles southwest of Pekin, under a 
heavy fire this morning. Observers 
standing on the Marco Polo bridge 
saw the forces of General Wu Pei-Fu, 
estimated at 40,000, emerge from’ the 
village and deliver a rapid attack with 
rifles and machine guns, driving 
Chang’s army eastward toward Feng- 
tai. The retreating army fell back 
upon the banks of the Hun river, 
which later they were forced to cross. 
Horses, infantry, artillery and camel 
trains plunged into the shallow water, 
leaving behind wounded and stragglers, 
who were captured. 
Firing Heard. 

Chang’s soldiers then took up po- 
sitions near Fengtai, which is closer to 
Pekin, But the Wu troops cut off 
all the approaches to the city from 
the westward. Fighting near Fengtai, 
which is on the Pekin-Tien Tsin rail- 
road, continued throughout the morn- 
ing. The sounds of firing were heard 
by persons who climbed upon the soutb 
walls of the city. 

The opinY)n of the military attaches 
is that the Wu forces are attempting 
to gain control of the railroad and 
thus cut off Chang’s army from the 
capital. A dispatch received from Tien 
Tsin reports that heavy Chang rein- 
forcements are being dispatched west- 
ward. 

Diplomatic circles here discredit the 
report of Wednesday that General Wu 
was killed in action. Nevertheless, 
they are without definite confirmation 
or denial of the feport. Circulars 
printed in the Chinese language and 
distributed in Pekin today purport: to 
give the circumstances of the death of 
Wu, which is declared to have occur- 
red while fighting at Machang. 

This circular asserts that General 
Chang paid a reward of %500,000 to 
the soldiers engaged in the battle in 
which .Wu is said to have been killed. 
Efforts by the legation officials in 
Pekin to reach General Wu thus far 
have failed. The officials are inclined, 
meantime, to question the accuracy 
of the report of his death.

Paris, May 4.—(By the Associat- 
ed Press.)—Claiming to have discov- 
ered the existence of a highly de- 
veloped espionage system organized by 
communists in France for the bene- 
fit of the Russian soviet government, 
the French police today made three 
arrests in connection with the alleged 
plot and promised numerous others 
within a few days. 

The espionage scheme, they declare. 
involves two hundred operatives and 
has ramifications in Brest, Lorient, 
Toulon and also at powder factories 
in the center of France and arsenals 
in the vicinity of Paris. 

Secret documents have been stolen 
from the’ Brest arsenal, according to 
the police revelations and from the 
largest powder factor in the center 
of France, and they claim to have 
proof that regular couriers have

rance and Berlin, where documents 
were assembled, classified and for- 
warded to Moscow. Intensive bol- 
shevist propaganda, the police assert,
